I 
happened to be in Columbus at the time, and 
attMUied a sitting of the convention. 

Reporter— Did you favor the uomioatiou of 
Mr. Pendleton? 

Mr. Vallandigham— Certainly, I did. I 
thiuk Mr. Pendleton is a very able man. He 
would bave receive i a unanimous vote, but 
he teU*graphed that he would not accept the 
uomiiiiitiun.
